Maloomson. McKenzie, 
the legisiature for Macleod, has what 
seems to be a vory likely scheme for 
obtaining railway competition and 
branch line. extensions in southern 
Alberta, To an interview in Oalgary 
a few days ago he outlined his idea for 
settring railway competition and re- 
lieving freight congestion. 

He proposes to have the ©, & B. 
ral'way double tracked from Edmon- 
won to Calgary, and the truck thrown 
open to ull railways to travel over. 
In case that arrangements could not 
be made by the ©.P.R. he would ex- 
propriate. He bolieves that under 
such arrangements at least two United 
States transcontinental railways 
would run over the road and the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul ronds 
would use this public highway to 
getinto Alberta. 

This would relieve the country of 
the freight congestion, and de more 
to encourage the building of branch 
railways thaa anything else could do 
He favors the donble tracking be 
cause the route ofthe C. & E. is the 
freight centre @t present, and will 
eontinue to be the freight center for 
some years tocome, and double track- 
ing is mot mearly as expensiveas 
building. 

Though the government has no an- 
nouncement yet to make, Mr. Mac- 
kenzie is qnite eatistied that it will 
place before the house a very com 
plete and satisfactory policy of rail~ 
way extension through all parts of 
the province, and — particularly 
through soutbera Alherta.
